The reply filed on November 5, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): While Applicant elected a Group, specifically 
Group I, directed to cancelled claims 1 -2. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.

2. The amendments filed on March 19, 2007 canceled claims 1-2 and the amendment submitted 
November 5 2007 elects claims 1-2, but they have been canceled. The remaining claims 3-17 are 
drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is 
non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the previously 
elected invention because the methods and products differ in structure function and 
biological/chemical effect. 

1 . The letter dated November 5, 2007 stated that applicant chooses claims 1- 
2 of Group I 5 but these claims have previously been canceled and no new claims 
have not been submitted. 

2. Additionally, Applicant stated that the instant Application is divisional 
application. This is not the case.
